^FmroBgh the eyes of an historian, Mrs. Barbara Ward Jackson 
traced the main phases of contact between East and West as she 
delivered the first of three Beotty Memorial Lectures lost ni^ht» 

"There hove been three main points of contact," she said, "and 
0 learning and understanding of these relationships is essential as a 
guide to the West in its present and future towards the East." 

A capacity ciwd was pres6nt at the^Sir. Arth u^ Qurrie Gym- 
nasium <to hear Sirs.' (Tackson, noted British^^momist^iPsBe!^^! con- 
tinue her discussion of East And West: Contrasts And Elements Of 
Collaboration, on Friday and next Monday. - 

Mrs. Jackson fixed the first main period of conUct between the 
Eastern and Western civilizations as -lyin^ between 1,000 B.€. and 
600 AJ>. Sho discussed them on the ideological, political, and economic 
levels, and felt that it had left the Eastern nations ' virtually un- 
changed, 

"It produced no sense of extreme clash be^een the Eastern and 
Westera civilizations," she said. 

Contact almost ceased in the .next millenium,, she noted, ex« 
cept for, the wars with the Mohammedans. But when, contact was 
re-established around 1500 AD, Mrs. Jackson said she felt it was 
no longer a meeting of two civilizations with the same basic con- 
ception of life. 

"While there had been superficial changes in the East, the fund- 
., amental structure of tho Orient had not changed. The same did not 
-^kolâ'tfue for 4ho Wejt." ' - ' ' 

On the religious level, she said, an idea of progress and purpose- 
fulness had appeared in Western thought, "an idcà'alien to the Eastern 
mind. The importance cd the individual working out his own destiny 
was in direct contrast to the Eastern conception of a passive role for 
men." 

Several new ideas also appeared on the political level, she 
noted. "The ideas of constitutional government, individual free- 
dom and the equality of man appeared. These ideas were alien to 
the despotic government of the East and helped to widen the 
ground upon which East and West could meet," she said.

We find no fault with some of the;, means 
mentioned to increase "revenues, such as larger 
endowments, government, grants, and contribu- 
tions. However on increase of student fees 
should not be used as one of the solutions. 
; McGill has nearly always been plagued with 
more liobilities thon assets and it is unlikely 
that this condition will disappear entirely. Since

The state, either' Provincial 
or Federal, should be made to urtderstand the re- 
lative importance of universities within iti 
boundaries) and it should be the duty of an in- 
stitution, such as McGill, to moke- certain, that 
the public and our s;atesmen ore in full aware- 
ness of this.

1949, fees have been increased approximately . precise in its demands and has been extremely 

tactful. However, now is the time, .that McGill 
should demand, even plead if necessary, that our 
governments give us more educational institu- 
tions that they have in the post, for the uni- 
versity is a far more integral port of government 
than we might belîeve. Only after these demands 
hove been made, and they should be made pub- 
licly and vigorously, only then ought McGill as a 
lost resort, increase student, fees, if oil other ef- 
forts foil. 

To raise fees, without taking any other fer- 
vent recourse, will not solve the problem. Dr. 
James has stated that McGill, in regard to its 
student population, is interested in quality, not 
quantity. The method of limiting quantity is a 
fee raise, but this to all intents ond purposes 
would equate the quality of the student to his 
financial assets. . 

If we must increase fees, let us bring our 
tradition up to date. We ought to change Mc- 
Gill's title which is, "The Royal Institution, for 
the Advancement of Learning" and its Motto, 
"Gronclescunt Aucta Lobore" to 'nThe'.Royql In- 
stitution for the Advancement of Leofning'-:- 
For Those Who Can Afford It" ond the Motto 
to, "Grondescunt Aucta Lobore cum Pecuniae", 
meaning "By work and Money all things in- 
creose and grow". '

United 
States with a population of ten times as^great 
in numbers has fifty times or more, the arnciiint 
of universities that exist in Canada. The Amer- 
ican approach to education bn the university le- 
vel, i.e. Stote universities, stale and federal 
grants, is far more realistic thon Canada's' at-

McGill's stunning 16-9 victory over Varsity's blue Blues last Sat- 
urday brought several winning and losing streaks of various natures 
to ai> end. To begin with tho win for the Redmon was their first 
In their last ten «âmes. Prcsvious to^ this tihcy had lost eight and tied 
one. Varsity had also walloped liiie Red and White four times in a 
row over a stretch of three seasons. For the Torohtonians it was 
their first loss in ten league games over a period of two years, the 
Golden Gaels being the last squad to dump the Blue and White. Var- 
sity had also gone 18 in a row, including exhibitions, without a black 
mark on tticir record. But as the old axiom says, all good things must 
end sometimes. 

While on the subject of streaks, the Western Mustangs have gone 
five straight gamea without a win.- It also should te noted that the 
MusUngs are in the very strange position of looking up at the rest 
of the league from the cellar position. A win for the Rcdmen on Sat- 
urday can clinch the basement spot for Johnny Métras* team and also 
a sweet measure of revenge for the McGilllans. 

Tho Western squad managed to scoi^ 17 points against Queen's 
last week and that is the most points which Qucen.'s< have had scored 
on them this year. The three touchdowns which the Mustangs scor- 
ed upped their mark for the season to exactly four. All this points 
to the faot that tihe Purple and White offense has improved its scoring 
potential since that day when they tied the Redmen 6 - C, and that the 
Rcdmen will have a real bàtUe on their hands cwnc Saturday. 

Statistics from the first Wcstera-McGill game' show that Ralph 
Simmons and Neil Dcsborough had things pretty much their own 
way between the two 20 yard lines. Siintnons picked up 117, yards 
,Jn 20 carries, while I^e^rough made 60 in 12 running plays. The 
other big Western groundgainers that day were Garnet Mason and 
Walt Dclahey, The former made 24 yaixls in eight carries and Delahey 
carried the pigskin for 62 yards in 13 tries. 

The averages for the Redmen's best ballcarriers that day com. 
pare very favoni^bly with Western's, but show that the Red and 
White only Had thé ball for short periods. Bob Holland made 33 in 
three tries. Bob Perry made 17 in four. Bob Hutcheson went for 22 
yards on four carries while Rick Adrian in 12 carries went for 63 
yards. Against Varsity, Perry made 43 in nine carries, Adrian 20 
on five and Hutcheson 40 on 10. . 

Another thing at the' football game which drew quite a bit of 
comment was the performance of the McGill band. This year's edi- 
tion of the iband is perhaps the best in the Intercollogiato loop. We've 
seen all the bands in action and feel that the strains of music from 
ours. is. Just about tops. In addition the formations are quite original 
and are run througii with good coordination. 

Moving; oyer: from Canadian football to the English counterpart. 
Rugger, we' find that the McGill team has once again annexed the 
championship. This is the sixth straiRht season that the title has re- 
mained in McGill. Congratulations arc in store for coach Howie 
Kyan and the team members. It should be mentioned here that it 
is difficult to find players in any sport who have the stamina and 
spirit of the rugger players.
